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EDDC SERIOUS 
DATA BREACH

EAST Devon District Council (EDDC) has issued a 
grovelling apology to staff after their bank details 
were sent to a private email account. 

The incident is described by EDDC as “serious” and 
experts have been drafted in to ensure there have been no 
fraudulent use of the information. 

EDDC chief executive Mark Williams penned a letter, 
dated September 1st, to more than 1,800 people on a 
specific payroll to apologise for the breach. 

One recepient is an Axminster resident, who is on the 
payroll because he worked at an election count in the town. 

He didn’t wish to be named but supplied a copy of the 
letter to Pulman ’s View on the day he received it. 

He said: “I’m concerned that sensitive information can be 
so easily removed.” 

He has made the relevant checks and it appears his details 
have not been used for any fraudulent activity. 

The letter explained that a former council officer sent 
information to a personal e-mail account whilst working 
for the authority. 

Chief executive Mark Williams wrote: “The data that was 
sent to a personal e-mail account was an Excel spreadsheet 
report which was first generated from the payroll system 
on September 8th, 2008. It includes your name, address, 
bank details and National Insurance number. 

“Due to the serious nature of this incident, I have taken 
all possible steps to ensure that the risks to you are 
minimised and that your data remains confidential.” 

In a separate statement issued to media, Mr Williams 
said: “This incident involves a former employee, who was 
a senior manager with responsibilities that meant they 
needed access to payroll reports. 

“Prior to leaving the council, the officer in question sent 
a spreadsheet to a personal e-mail account at home. 

“This was an unauthorised act, which is contrary to our 
ICT Security Policy. This report was legitimately 
generated from EDDC’s payroll system on September 8th 
2008 and includes names, addresses, bank details and 


National Insurance numbers. We are not revealing the 
identity of the employee, as the case could result in a 
criminal prosecution and is therefore sub judice.” 

An EDDC spokesperson stressed: “None of EDDC’s 
customers is affected by this as it is confined to people on 
our payroll system.” 

Pulman’s View asked a number of other questions on 
issues not covered in the statement, but drew a blank. 

The spokesperson said: “Due to the matter now being in 
the hands of the Information Commissioner we do not wish 
to make any further comment over and above the very 
comprehensive statement we have already issued.” 

Steps taken by EDDC since the discovery include: 

• Reporting the incident to the Information 


Commissioner, who is investigating and will pass his 
findings to police. 

• Employing the skills of an ICT Forensic Consultant, 
who has interrogated the computer in question to ensure 
that the data is deleted and check that it has not been saved, 
downloaded or forwarded to any other computer or device. 

• Gaining a signed undertaking from the individual in 
question that this information has not been saved, 
downloaded or forwarded to any other computer or device 
and that they have no other sensitive personal data 
belonging to the council. 

• Reviewing and further restricting access rights to 
payroll data to minimise the risk of a similar situation 
happening again.

EAST Devon residents are 
asked to look out for leaflets 
explaining how to take part in a 
massive and somewhat 
controversial consultation 
exercise. 

East Devon District Council 
(EDDC) has prepared eight separate 
leaflets, each tailored for a specific 
area, for the consultation on its 
Local Development Core Strategy 
Preferred Approach document. 

The Preferred Approach document 
outlines what the council wishes to 
see from now on and up until 2026 
in development and land use terms. 

EDDC faced a fair amount of 
criticism from some of its own 
members as well as the public when 
the draft of the Preferred Approach 
document was presented. 

Some councillors were angry that 
the contents of the document could 
not be discussed, and possibly 
changed, at a recent special meeting 
of the Development Management 
Committee, for example. 

The vote to put the document 
forward for consultation as 
recommended was not unanimous 
and councillor Derek Button went as 
far as saying that the public could 


not be blamed for worrying that the 
word ‘consultation’ doesn’t mean to 
EDDC what it means to them. 

He made the remark after having 
made reference to the Cranbrook 
project, which was approved 
despite, in his words, 30,000 
objections being made 

But those who voiced concern 
about Preferred Approach document 
content were told that the 12-week 
consultation period, which started 
on September 6th, gives everyone 
concerned ample opportunity to 
state their case. 

A number of councillors remain 
sceptical and aspects of the 
Preferred Approach document has 
been referred to the council’s own 
Overview and Scrutiny Co¬ 
ordinating Committee. 

The referral will not delay the 
consultation process though, and 
EDDC will be distributing leaflets 
to each town and area and to 
households throughout the district 
during September. 

There will be eight leaflets in all 
— Axminster, Exmouth, Honiton, 
Ottery St Mary, Sidmouth, Seaton, 
West End (Cranbrook and Exeter 
Airport) and rural east Devon — 
explaining how the consultation 
works and what is proposed. 

The council will also advertise in 


local newspapers and a 20-page 
summary of the Preferred Approach 
document will be sent to town and 
parish councils and will also be 
available in town halls and libraries. 

EDDC is also joining Facebook 
and Twitter to publicise the 
consultation exercise and will be 
encouraging as many people as 
possible to comment online. 

EDDC leader Sara Randall 
Johnson said: “We’ve been listening 
and we’re still interested to hear 
people’s ideas. 

“In the past, we have relied on our 
Local Plan to guide us. 

“But this document, created some 
years ago after close consultation 
within the community, is near to its 
sell-by date. 

“Over the past two years, we have 
consulted and worked with local 
communities and town and parish 
councils and other local 
organisations to develop an overall 
vision for the district. 

“We have listened to their 
comments and have incorporated as 
many as we can into the Preferred 
Approach document that we are 
now consulting on.”

A SCRUTINY committee will 
take a closer look at aspects of 
East Devon District Council’s 
(EDDC) hotly-debated Local 
Development Core Strategy 
Preferred Approach document. 

The document outlines a proposed 
development and land use strategy up 
until 2026. 

But its content and the process to 
create the document has been 
criticised by both councillors and the 
public — and it has been confirmed 
that the matter has been referred by a 
councillor to EDDC’s Overview and 
Scrutiny Committees. 

In short, the committee’s role is to 
review the outcomes of council 
decision-making on behalf of the 
public. 

It also has the authority to require 
explanations from members of the 
Executive Board, senior staff, and 
committee chairmen. 

EDDC bosses have stressed that the 
12-week public consultation on the 
Local Development Framework Core 
Strategy Preferred Approach 
document (see page 3 for consultation 
story) is unaffected and will go ahead 


as planned. 

An EDDC spokesperson said: “The 
topic will be on the agenda of the 
council’s Overview and Scrutiny Co¬ 
ordinating Committee on September 
15th to enable members to revisit the 
LDF process and play their part in the 
latest consultation exercise by 
engaging with people in their wards. 

“Councillor Ray Bloxham called for 
the matter to be discussed to look 
specifically at the volume of housing 
proposed; to review the concept of 16 
hub towns and villages; and to 
examine the way rural areas are dealt 
with as compared with the outcome of 
the Issues and Options consultation in 
2008/09.” 

In a statement issued through the 
EDDC press office, councillor 
Bloxham said: “The matter has not 
been called in the technical sense that 
it cannot proceed until our meeting 
has been held. 

“The consultation will go ahead as 
planned from September 6th and my 
meeting will add value to that 
process, not delay it. 

“I merely want members who were 
unable to attend the many LDF Panel 
meetings to have a chance to analyse 
the document before it goes forward 
to its final form.” 


A STOCKLAND family got a 
surprise package consisting of a 
glowing character reference and 
a kitten one Sunday morning.

Stolen lorry 
possible link 
to sheep theft 

A LORRY stolen from a farm in 
Kilmington might have been 
used in a sheep theft in Chard 
before being set alight in 
Baltonsborough, Somerset. 

Devon and Cornwall Police say 
they are liaising with colleagues 
from Avon and Somerset Police. 

A lorry, fitted with a livestock 
trailer, was stolen from Coryton Park 
Farm, Kilmington, along with fuel at 
some point between 6.30pm on 
August 28th and 7.30am on August 
29th. Both police forces say there is 
a possible link between the lorry 
theft and about 200 sheep stolen 
from a farm in the Chard area on 
August 29th. A lorry fitting the 
description of the one stolen in 
Kilmington was later found well 
alight in Baltonsborough. 

A spokesperson for Avon and 
Somerset Police said all three 
incidents might be linked but could 
not confirm if the lorry found in 
Baltonsborough was the one stolen 
from Kilmington. 

Cash is taken 

BATTERIES and cash were 
taken during a burglary of 
commercial premises in 
Yarcombe. 

The precise location was not 
specified in a police bulletin, but two 
Numax 12-volt heavy goods batteries 
plus an amount of cash were taken at 
some point between 6pm on 
Thursday, August 26th and 6am the 
following day. 

Anyone with information that 
could help investigators is asked to 
call 08452 777 444 and ask for 
Axminster police. The police 
reference is KA/10/456.

FOR many young people who 
love their sport, it is a lifetime 
dream to be able to represent 
their country — a dream which 
has come true for one east 
Devon 18-year-old. 

Within the expensive world of 
horsesport, Tim Rogers, of Wick, 
near Axminster, has not only 
realised this ambition whilst a 
teenager but he also brings Britain 
a medal. 

Tim brought home an individual 
bronze from the equestrian sport of 
eventing as he competed as part of 
the junior team GB, following his 
2008 reserve standing on the 
British pony team. 

The competition — the FEI 
(Federation Equestre 

Internationale) Junior Eventing 
European Championships — was 
held in Bad Segeberg, Germany, on 
August 19th to 22nd and Tim 
travelled with his homebred horse, 
Corrieview Owen, and his family 
to the European country for his 
debut in the British junior team. 

Riding as an individual for the 
country, Tim put in an impressive 
performance hailing him a local 
hero back home with the team 
coming fifth. 

Eventing is a sport made up of 
three disciplines — dressage, cross 
country and show jumping. Tim 
had a personal best score of 42.3 in 
the dressage, an excellent cross¬ 
country round inside the time and 
one fence down in the show 
jumping, finishing on 46.3 
penalties. 

Still coming down from the 
understandable high, Tim said: “He 
[Corrieview Owen] had the best 
test [dressage] of his life. The 
cross-country was tough but the 
atmosphere was excellent. 

“Hearing the crowds out there 
was just something else. I loved 
every minute of it.” 

The horse, an 11-year-old, 16hh 
bay gelding with a stable name of 
Owen, was highly praised by his 


young owner-rider. 

Tim said: “He is really quite 
talented. My mum broke him in 
and he is very special.” 

British Eventing, the governing 
body for the sport in the UK, has 
different age sections for the youth 
riders. Tim rode in the ponies 
section previously for 12 to 16- 
year-olds and currently is a junior 
rider — 14 to 18-year-olds -— but 
next year he will move up to the 
young riders section for 19 to 21- 
year-olds, and a higher level. 

“It’s been such an amazing 
experience. I’ve been abroad when 
I was riding in the ponies section, 
to Ireland, but this was the first 
time I’ve been to such a big event. 

“It was a lot of pressure in 
Germany, obviously, a real intense 
time, but I’m quite a relaxed sort of 
person. I was given advice on how 
to deal with the pressure — to keep 
my mind focussed.” 

Tim was chosen as ‘anchorman’ 
in the show jumping round, the 
final stage, because of his laid-back 
nature. 

“I was the last to go in the show 
jumping so the pressure was on but 
I listened to the advice to relax — I 
even went to sleep in the lorry 
before the cross-country! 

“I still wasn’t sure that I had won 
the bronze medal until it was 
announced, but when I heard, that 
was a moment I’ll never forget.” 

The trip to Germany was a real 
family affair as Tim’s parents, Jane 
and John, travelled along with their 
daughter, Jess, 15, and Jane’s 
mother, Mary Benger. 

Jane, a respected local 
horsewoman and chairman of 
Lambert’s Castle Riding Club, was 
thrilled with the result. 

She said: “You hope, of course, 
but you just don’t expect it. 

“The pressure is so high and we 
thought he might get a medal but, 
at the time, he was sharing it with 
someone else so we couldn’t be 
sure until it was announced.” 

Tim is currently working at top 
eventer Lucy Wiegerma’s yard, 
near Hatherleigh, west Devon, and 
said the support is invaluable. He is

there primarily to gain experience 
and to ride as many different horses 
as possible. 

The young man is a member of 
the UK Sport-funded World Class 
Development Programme which 
concentrates on potential medal 
winners, helping to support and 
coach them for the future. 

The British Equestrian 

Federation’s chairman of junior 
selectors, Michael Munden, was 
full of praise for the young rider: 
“He is an extremely good young 
rider and the youngest on the 
World Class Development 

Programme. He was chosen as 
anchorman because of his laid- 
back nature as well as being a 
serious class rider. 

“Tim has had a some excellent 
training through the programme 
and his medal is a product of that, I 
think. It’s a real tribute to the 


programme. The team members are 
all very close and supportive so I 
say the medal is for the team as 
well. 

“Tim has the opportunity and the 
talent, now it is down to him to 
make the very best of it in a tough 
sport. He has a great attitude and 
benefits from some excellent 
coaching so the platform is there 
for him.” 

With high hopes for the future, 
Tim has his fingers crossed he will 
be picked for the young riders team 
next year and, although he will be 
too young to compete in the 2012 
games, the ultimate aim for the 
Olympics continues.

TWO football clubs and a 
local authority have joined 
forces in a “desperate” 
search for football land. 

Seaton Town Youth Football 
Club, Seaton Town Football 
Club and Seaton Town Council 
are appealing to landowners in 
the area to come forward if they 
have land suitable for football. 

The shortage of space has 
reached a critical point and one 
of the clubs has already been 
forced to pull a team from a 
league. 

Seaton Town Youth Football 
Club chairman Mark Rooke said 
the club has about 80 players, 
boys and girls, aged 4-14 years. 

He added: ’’The facilities 


available are inadequate to meet 
the demand. We have the use of 
a three-quarter size pitch at 
Scalwell Lane although there are 
no changing rooms or toilets on 
that site. 

“On occasions, we are allowed 
to use the pitches at Seaton 
Primary School for which we are 
grateful. 

“Sadly it has been necessary to 
remove our Under 10 team from 
the Exeter and District League as 
the ground requirements cannot 
be met in Seaton. 

“Already some parents are 
looking for clubs in other local 
towns where the facilities 
available are much better. 

“We have a desperate need for 
an area of land where two 


adjacent junior size pitches 
could be marked out.” 

The appeal has been fully 
endorsed by Seaton Town 
Football Club whose secretary, 
Paul Grint, said: “This problem, 
which has existed for many 
years, needs to be addressed 
urgently. 

“Ideally, Seaton needs a 
second full-size pitch as the 
pressure on the Colyford Road 
pitch is considerable and will be 
increased by the formation of 
our new women’s team. 

“However, the priority in 
Seaton is for two junior pitches. 
Last season the considerable 
success enjoyed by the club was 
based largely on a young team 
which had played together and

FINDING out that a horse rider right on our 
doorstep has won a bronze medal for our Great 
Britain is such a thrill.

I think he makes a really good role model to any 
young people and what a positive advert for sport and 
the part it can play in the lives of the youth of today, 
whether it be equestrian or swimming, rugby or tiddly¬ 
winks. And those taking part in any sport do not have to 
be bringing home medals (although that’s a huge bonus) 
but it shows how focussing on a sport can really ground 
a person — and the equine world can certainly do that... 
in more ways than one. 

Let us keep our fingers crossed for Tim in the future 
and for the Olympics in 2016 maybe. What an 
inspiration for the ‘yoof’ — he’s even inspired me, 
although I don’t think I can be classed as ‘yoof’ 
anymore.

Calls for council to 
release town’s cash 


RECENTLY the attendance of 
people who regularly come to 
religious services has been the 
subject of national press 
comment. 

It appears that the proportion of 
those who regularly attend church 
has declined steadily in Europe over 
recent years. 

But habits vary widely across 
countries. According to the latest 
European Social Survey conducted 
in 2008 and 2009, over 60 per cent 
of Czechs say they never attend 
religious services, with the 
exception of “special occasions” 
such as marriages and Christenings. 

France, Britain and Belgium are 
also secular nations, with over half 
of respondents never going to 
services. In Britain the figure 
reported is 52 per cent. The most 
regular attenders among the 28 
countries polled are in Cyprus and 
Greece, where only 2.4 per cent and 
4.9 per cent respectively say they do 
not go to church. 

The Church of England Pensions 
Board has recently announced that 
they have entered into an agreement 
with Santander Corporate Banking 
to provide finance needs over the 
next three to four years to assist 
clergy with their retirement 
accommodation. 

This facility replaces one which 
has been provided by the Church 
Commissioners since 1983 that they 
are no longer able to finance. 

There is a reminder this week that 
preparations for Back to Church 
Sunday this September are moving 
ahead. 

Last year 100,000 people accepted 
invitations to church through this 
initiative, and research shows that 


between 12-15 per cent of these 
people became regular attenders at 
their local churches. Help is 
available at the following website 
michael.harvey@backtochurch.co.uk. 

A reminder next for the philatelists 
among our readers. In the new year, 
2012 is the 350th anniversary of the 
1662 Book of Common Prayer. The 
charity The Prayer Book Society has 
launched a campaign urging the 
Royal Mint and Royal Mail to issue 
a special coin and stamp to mark the 
event, and suggestions for a stamp 
are the Archbishop of Canterbury 
holding the Book of Common 
Prayer. 

As we go to press there is 
considerable national press coverage 
about the charges expected by 
church organists for weddings 
especially when the music is 
recorded. This is generating much 
interest and in one Sunday paper 
half the letter page was taken. We 
will report further in later weeks. 

For one reason or another many of 
the churches seem to have had 
plenty of coverage in the national 
newspapers recently — including 
The Pope’s visit to Women Bishops. 

Now the BBC is offering a new 
television series, on BBC Four, 
entitled Churches: How to Read 
Them. This programme, which 
started last Wednesday night at 
8.30pm, seeks to unravel some of the 
many questions about Christianity 
which baffle visitors to our church 
buildings, such as why is there often 
an eagle on the lectern. 

Richard Taylor is leading these six 
programmes which will cover not 
only what church buildings tell us 
about God, but also what they tell us 
about ourselves.

nature news 

SO much news, so little space! A reader from 
Seaton, Pauline Falshaw, having read my note 
about the shrew that drowned itself in a bucket of 
water, tells me that she too was puzzled to find 
two dead fieldmice which had apparently 
climbed the sides of a slippery bucket to drown in 
the contents. 

Why two? Were they practising synchronised 
drowning? One of nature’s little mysteries. Another 
reader, Nat Bruzon from Membury, reports 
greenfinches and chaffinches in his garden, though in 
greatly reduced numbers compared with a few years 
ago. However, he seldom, if ever, sees a goldfinch. The 
answer Nat is to set up a special feeder with nyger or 
thistle seed and I guarantee you will attract these 
colourful finches. 

On the home bird front, after a slow start the swallows 
have come up trumps with five broods hatched and 
flying, and only one nest lost to magpies. Now the 
garden and yard is alive with swooping, swirling 
youngsters, strengthening their wing muscles and 
bodies for their vast migratory flight to southern Africa. 
It is an incredible journey and even more astonishing to 
think they will be returning to their natal home base 
next spring. Now, the telephone wires resemble a 
musical notation as dozens of swallow sit and 
contemplate the long odyssey that lies ahead. 

Still on the bird front, a cattle egret has appeared on 
Seaton Marshes, and at once teamed up with some 
grazing cattle. Unlike the little egret which has a black 
bill, this heron, normally found in east and southern 
Africa, has a yellowish bill, legs and plumes and is 
relatively short-legged. It derives its name from the fact 
that it spends much of its time in the company of cattle 
or buffalo, seeking insects disturbed by the annuals as 
they graze. 

Little egrets, once considered an occasional rarity, are 
now numbered in their thousands here, and it seems 
quite possible that, with climate change, cattle egrets 
will, too, start to colonise our region. 

Future events being organised by the Axe Estuary bird 
team include a ringing breakfast at Colyford Common 
from 8am to noon on Saturday, September 18th 
(cancelled if very wet) and a Meet the Birds morning, 
from 10am to 12noon at the Seaton Marshes hide on 
Thursday, September 23rd. Contact David Walters on 
07791 541744 for more information. 

Good to learn that protection for some of Dorset’s 
richest marine habitats has been confirmed with the 
implementation of a Marine Protected Area entitled the 
Lyme Bay and Torbay Special Area of Conservation. 

This is one of 15 such areas which have been created 
to provide full legal protection for habitats and species. 
Our SAC includes inshore waters from the western end 
of the Chesil Beach to Beer in Devon and includes the 
important Lyme Bay Reefs. Here can be found the pink 
sea fan coral, colourful anemones and sponges, the 
spectacular Ross coral and many species of fish, 
including the cuckoo wrasse. 

A second Dorset site, the Portland to Studland Reefs, 
is also under consideration for legal protection and 
would include the Dorset Wildlife Trust’s Purbeck 
marine Wildlife Reserve. The establishment of this new 
SAC will also help protect local diving and angling 
businesses as well as shellfish fishing, so helping to 
protect the livelihoods of local fishermen and the tourist 
industry. 

On the western side of our region there has been great 
activity in the Blackdown Hills AONB where a new 
series of cycling routes has just been launched with a 
fun cycling event in Wellington, while a new edition of 
the autumn and winter events programme, including 
walks, workshops and outdoor activities in the 
Blackdown Hills will shortly be published.

APS sportec boosts 3.0-litre supercharged Audi S5 to 425 bhp
